To  Hon.  Robert  B.  Smith, 

Governor  of  Montana. 
Sir  :— 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2516  of  the 
Political  Code,  Jaws  of  Montana,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1900. 

The  number  of  inmates  December  1,  3  899,  was  fifty-one  (51) 
present  and  absent.  Since  that  date  twenty  six  (26)  have 
been  admitted,  making  a  total  of  seventy-seven  (77);  of  this 
number  six  have  died  and  six  been  discharged,  leaving  a  total 
membership  at  this  date  of  sixty-five  (65).  Of  these  fifty- 
three  (53)  are  present  and  twelve  (12)  absent.  The  average 
age  of  the  inmates  is  sixty-two. and  one-half  years.  The  percent- 
age of  men  in  the  hospital,  and  under  the  care  of  the  surgeon 
outside  the  hospital,  is  continually  increasing.  More  than 
seventy-fiye  (75)  per  cent,  are  now  receiving  medical  atten- 
tion. Soon  it  will  be  all  hospital,  and  it  is  to  this  that  the 
efforts  of  the  Board  and  the  Officers  of  the  Home  must  in  the 
future  be  directed. 

It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  number  of  applicatious  for 
admission  during  the  next  two  years  will,  each  year,  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  number  in  the  year  just  ended.  It  will  be  far  be- 
yond the  capacity  of  the  buildings  now  at  our  disposal  to  care 
for  any  such  number,  but  in  order  to  do  all  that  can  be  done  in 
that  direction,  the  Board  has  decided  to  include  in  this  esti- 
mate for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1901,  an  appropria- 
tion for  a  small  building  to  be  known  as  the  "Chapel,"  this 
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building  to  be  used  for  meetings,  library  ;m<l  smoking-rooms, 
and  other*  like  purposes.  This  will  release  t \\ < >  rooms  in  the 
main  building,  with  accommodations  for  twelve  men  each. 

The  new  hospital  has  been  completed  and  is  fully  ready  for 
occupancy.  The  furniture,  with  the  kitchen  furniture  and 
table-ware,  is  in  the  building  ready  to  be  set  ii]>.  Ii  is  a  most 
complete  little  building  in  every  respect  and  admirably  adapted 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended.  In  furnishing  the 
wards,  the  beds  and  bedsteads  were  purchased  by  the  Board, 
but  all  the  bedding  required,  including  forty  towels  and  forty- 
eight  night  shirts,  was  most  kindly  donated  by  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  of  Butte  and  Philipsburg.  The  Board  feels  vrvy 
grateful  for  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  these  women  and 
have  taken  proper  action  thereon.  The  occupation  of  the  hos- 
pital by  such  of  the  sick  a*  are  confined  to  their  beds,  will  im- 
mediately make  available  for  general  use  the  room  now  occu- 
pied by  them  in  the  main  building,  which  will  furnish  sleep- 
ing iccommodations  for  twelve  men.  Applications  for  most 
of  these  vacancies  are  now  on  file  and  the  balance  will  be,  so 
soon  as  it  is  known  that  the  men  can  be  received.

The  Expenditures  have  been  as  follows,  to-wit: 

For  current  expenses,  which  includes  expenses  of 
Board  of  Managers,  salary  of  Commandant,  wages 
of  employes,  telegraph  and  telephone,  stationery, 
printing  and  postage ft  3,249.27 

For  hospital  expenses,  including  salary  of  physician, 
wages  of  nurses,  medicines,  extra  articles  of  diet 
for  the  sick  and  burial  of  the  dead 1,124  .36 

For  subsistence  and  clothing 1,082.  12 
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For  construction,  which  includes  payment  on  the 
hospital  $1,515.75,  range  and  heating  plant  for 
same,  sewer  and  sewer  pipe,  water  pipe  to  barn 
and  sundry  small  items  2,203.22 

For  expenses  of  farm,  including  ploughing  the  laud 
and  sowing  the  seed,  threshing  grain  and  cutting- 
hay  and  repairs  during  the  year 803.19 

Total   111,522.76 

This  leaves  a  balance  on  hand  in  special  or  permanent  fund 
of  $1,649.80  ,and  against  which  we  owe  the  final  payment  on 
the  hospital  and  for  the  bedsteads  and  mattresses  that  have 
just  arrived  from  the  East,  the  former  amounting  to  $1,533.50, 
and  the  latter  to  $250.96. 

The  boiler  at  the  pump  house  is  said  to  be  so  badly  worn  as 
to  be  practically  unserviceable.  Your  attention  was  called  in 
our  report  of  two  years  ago  to  the  great  importance  of  this 
boiler,  and  the  pump  for  which  it  furnishes  the  steam.  The 
Home  and  all  the  buildings  connected  therewith  are  supplied 
with  water  pumped  from  the  Flathead  River.  A  new  pump  was 
asked  for  at  that  time  and  the  appropriation  made.  It  has 
been  satisfactory  in  every  respect,  and  we  have  nothing  to  fear 
so  far  as  the  pump  is  concerned.  The  boiler,  however,  has 
been  a  constant  source  of  anxiety  for  the  past  year.  It  was  the 
gift  of  the  good  people  of  Columbia  Falls  in  the  spring  of 
1897;  was  old  when  we  got  it  and  has  not  missed  a  day's  pump- 
ing from  that  time  to  this,  more  than  three  and  a  half  years. 
An  appropriation  is  asked  for,  for  a  new  one,  which  we  trust 
will  be  granted. 

The  heating  plant  in  the  main  building  is  wholly  insufficient. 
It  consists  of  two  furnaces,  set  in  battery  and  walled  up. 
When  they  were  put  in  it  was  of  course,  supposed  that  they 
would  do  the  work,  but  in  this  we  were  disappointed.  It  has 
been  almost  a  total  failure,  getting  worse  every  year.  On  any 
day  with  a  temperature  slightly  lower  than  the  ordinary,  and 
every  day  when  the  wind  blows  from  the  north  and  east,  which 
is  the  prevalent  direction  here,  no  heat  at  all  can  be  had  on 
the  north  side  of  the  building.  Stoves  are  required  in  the  hos- 
pital, commandant's  office,  library  and  smoking-room,  and  in 
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every  room  where  men  stay  in  the  day  time.  It  is  our  inten- 
tion to  have  a  new  furnace  for  the  north  side  of  the  building 
alone,  and  repair  the  others  and  endeavor  to  make  them  heat 
the  remainder  of  the  building.  An  appropriation  is  asked  for 
this  purpose. 

There  have  been  raised  on  the  farm  belonging  to  the  Home, 
during  the  past  year,  201  bushels  oats,  147  bushels  wheat,  and 
22  tons  grain  hay.  The  estimated  value  of  the  above  is  f 331. 50. 
Of  garden  stuff  we  had  potatoes,  onions,  peas,  beets,  rutabagas, 
cabbage,  mangle  wrutzels  and  carrots  of  the  value  of  $185. 
We  have  also  raised  ten  dozen  chickens,  five  turkeys  and  six 
hogs. 

With  this  report  we  submit  estimates  of  expenses  and  funds 
required  for  the  years  ending  November  30,  1901,  and  1902. 
We  desire  to  assure  your  Excellency  that  these  estimates  have 
been  prepared  with  great  care  and  with  an  idea  of  asking  for 
nothing  not,  in  our  ojnnion,  actually  necessary.  We  trust  they 
will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of  Montana.
